Spending won't 
match growth, 
Redford says 


Budget. Province 
hopes to take the first 
step to getting off its 
day-to-day dependence 
on oil and gas revenues 


Alberta’s budget, to be un¬ 
veiled Thursday, will be so 
lean, it won’t even keep up 
with provincial growth, Pre¬ 
mier Alison Redford said 
Wednesday. 

Redford told reporters her 
government would need to 
hike spending by four per 
cent over last year’s budget 
of $41 billion just to keep up 
with population growth plus 
inflation. 

“The severe downturn in 
resource revenues has made 
even that (four per cent) 


level of growth unsustain¬ 
able,” said Redford. 

“In tomorrow’s budget our 
spending will be far below — 
far below — estimated popu¬ 
lation growth and inflation. 

“With the province grow¬ 
ing as quickly as Alberta, 
that does mean a significant 
measure of restraint, and it 
means that we do have to 
make some very difficult 
choices.” 

Redford has said the 
budget will be a watershed 
document that will lay out 
long-term plans for spending 
and saving, and take the first 
step to getting the province 
off its day-to-day dependence 
on oil and gas revenues. 

Her government, which 
has prided itself on being 
debt-free, has begun bor¬ 
rowing to pay for big-ticket 
infrastructure projects like 


twinning the highway to 
the oilsands hub of Fort Mc- 
Murray. 

Redford and Finance Min¬ 
ister Doug Horner have also 
recently hedged on promises 
to balance the books on the 
day-to-day operating side. 

The premier has said 
all will become clear when 
Horner unveils the budget 
Thursday afternoon. 

Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith has criticized Redford 
for record spending when 
times were good, but said 
she is cautiously optimistic 
that the new mantra of lean 
spending represents a foun¬ 
dational shift. 

“I’m not quite sure that I 
believe the premier on that, 
but we’ll see because we’ve 
been calling for this for 
years,” said Smith.

The superintendent of 
Edmonton Public Schools 
announced that grade 8 
and 9 students from Johnny 
Bright will attend D.S. 
MacKenzie come September, 
while those from Esther 
Starkman will attend Ava¬ 
lon. 

“I think you’re going to 
see a lot of Grade 6 students 
enrolling in Avalon in the 
future just so they can have 
the experience of 7, 8 and 
9,” said Mike Lanteigne, 
parent council chair at 
Esther Starkman, after the 
announcement. 

Daylin Breen, Johnny 
Bright parent council chair, 
said parents who have con¬ 
tacted D.S. MacKenzie have 
been told they will not be al¬ 
lowed to send their students 
to the school for Grade 7 
if the student’s designated 
school is Johnny Bright. 

Jane Sterling, spokes¬ 
person for the Edmonton 
Public School Board, said 
the decision to allow Grade 
7 students from Johnny 
Bright into D.S. MacKenzie 
will depend on room. 

“It comes down to space 
and the fact is (the Grade 7 
students) can still be accom¬

Annexation proof city is 
spreading too far: Critics 


Land grab Process 
would add 15,600 
hectares to Edmonton

Edmonton’s recently an¬ 
nounced annexation plans 
will only further the city’s 
sprawl problem, according to 
critics of the move. 

The plan to annex land 
in Leduc County, announced 
yesterday, would consume 
15,600 hectares of land south 
of the city, along the west side 
of Highway 2 down to the 
international airport and on 


the east side extending to just 
north of the Town of Beau¬ 
mont. 

Announcing the plan Tues¬ 
day, Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said the city needed more 
room to accommodate future 
residential growth. 

“We have to have the right 
to grow,” he said. 

Debbie Hubbard of the 
Greater Edmonton Alliance op¬ 
posed the proposed Horse Hills 
area structure plan in the city’s 
northeast last week because of 
its impact on farmland. 

She said the annexation 
move is further proof the city 
is not paying enough atten¬ 
tion to urban farmland. 

“Here they are, not even a 
week later, planning to annex 


some of the region that is go¬ 
ing to grow our food,” she 
said. 

Coun. Linda Sloan was 
the lone vote against the an¬ 
nexation on city council. In an 
email she said she doesn’t be¬ 
lieve it makes financial sense 
for the city, because suburban 
growth will cost more to ser¬ 
vice than the taxes it brings 
in. 

“I view pursuing further 
growth as financially risky to 
the point of irresponsibility,” 
she said. 

“I think we need to better 
manage what we already have. 
For these reasons, I voted no.” 

Mayor Mandel said he be¬ 
lieves the city needs both in¬ 
fill developments, like the city

centre airport redevelopment, 
and suburban growth to cater 
to what home buyers want.

delays than expected 


Work on the LRT system be¬ 
tween the Churchill and Cen¬ 
tral stations is causing more 
headaches and delays than the 
city first thought. 

This week Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit Service started work to 
replace the 35-year-old rails, 
which were put in when the 
system was first built and are 
now reaching the end of their 
life span. 

The original plan en¬ 
visioned that the frequency 
of service would remain es¬ 
sentially the same, but ac¬ 
cording to the city, that has 
proved more difficult than 
expected. 

Patricia Dickson, a spokes¬ 
person for the city, said the 
system experiences minor de¬ 
lays all the time, but because 
of the bottleneck with one 
track running they are becom¬ 
ing a bigger problem. 

“Recovering from those 
delays is more difficult and is 
noticed more when we have 
a piece of single tracking in¬ 
volved,” she said. 

Dickson said most of the

delays are routine issues, like 
doors not closing or small 
signal issues, but having only 
one track just magnifies them. 

“When you have a minor 
delay running two tracks 
that is one thing, if you have 
a minor delay with a single 
track piece in there it gets ex¬ 
acerbated.” 

Dickson said transit of¬ 
ficials are working on a new 
plan and schedule. She said 
that schedule will likely in¬ 
clude a reduced service, but a 
more regular service. 

She said they hoped to 
have the new plan released 
before the end of the week.

Labour unrest. Teacher 
job action wouldn’t come 
until at least fall: Union 


On Wednesday, the eve of Al¬ 
berta’s provincial budget re¬ 
lease, teacher representatives 
again attempted to dissolve 
suggestions of possible job ac¬ 
tion. 

And Carol Henderson, 
president of the Alberta Teach¬ 
ers’ Association, said the earli¬ 
est she could see such meas¬ 
ures on the table would be this 
fall during the 2013-14 school 
year. 

“The minister is the only 
one talking about strikes — 
we’re certainly not,” she said. 

Henderson’s comments 
come on the heels of a particu¬ 
larly tense few weeks between 
her organization and Education 
Minister Jeff Johnson. 

The ATA sent a flow chart 
to media Wednesday indicat¬ 
ing ongoing local bargaining is 
only at the “bargaining agent” 
process and would need to pass 
through another eight steps be¬ 
fore considering a strike vote. 

But Kim Capsticlc, the min¬ 
ister’s press secretaiy, said the 
threat of labour action still 
looms.

More than three-quarters of 
Albertans favour legal chan¬ 
ges that would allow for as¬ 
sisted suicide in the province, 
according to a new University 
of Alberta Study.

Project Three Six Five 
has forced her to think 
about her actions different¬ 
ly and pushed her out of her 
comfort zone, she says. 

“It’s made me talk to 
strangers and I would have 
never talked to strangers 


before.” 

Some of her kind deeds 
are anonymous — filling a 
stranger’s parking meter or 
wiping snow off a stranger’s 
windshield.

Some call it art, others just 
a nuisance.

Edmonton police have 
charged a 17-year-old 
male for graffiti offences 
throughout downtown 
and west Edmonton, after 
police spotted the teen rid¬ 
ing his bike in late January, 
suspiciously covered with 
paint on his hands, face 
and clothing, and carrying 
spray cans. 

The teen, believed to be 


the prolific tagger known 
as “Brute,” has been 
charged with 151 counts of 
mischief. 

The youth, who cannot 
be named under the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act, is 
believed to be responsible 
for graffiti vandalism on 
over 250 public and private 
property locations since 
2010. 

Const. Ryan Katchur 
said Wednesday that police 
continue to investigate 
the case, and additional 
charges are pending.

— that’s 1,116 individual 
incidents of graffiti in pri¬ 
marily inner-city neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

While graffiti vandalism

‘Senseless’ deaths 
in Florida. Multiple 
suspects hunted in

More grim details emerged 
Wednesday about the “sense¬ 
less” homicide of a “nice” 
Canadian couple in Florida 
that has left police mystified. 

Rochelle Wise, 66, and 
David Pichosky, 71, were 
killed by asphyxiation in 
their winter home in Hallan¬ 
dale Beach, police say. 

But why? 

They had no enemies and 
likely didn’t know their kill¬ 
ers, police say. 

Investigators believe they 
are looking for multiple sus¬ 
pects, but haven’t been able 
to figure out any motive. 

“As the details come out 
I believe the public will be 
shocked just to know how 
senseless this murder was,” 
said police Chief Dwayne 
Flournoy. 

“It angers me that some¬ 


one came into this home 
and killed these two people 
who, (from) what we’ve been 
able to identify ... have no 
enemies. 

“They were nice people.

culpable.” 

“We just need that one 
break or that one piece to the 
puzzle so that we can fill it all 
in,” Flournoy said. 

Wise’s son Jamie said she 
had “worked hard her whole 
life and finally found love.”

A Quebec senator is in the 
spotlight over reports he is in a 
romantic relationship with an 
employee on Parliament Hill. 

Conservative Sen. Pierre- 
Hugues Boisvenu, 64, is the 
latest member of the Red 
Chamber to come under scru¬ 
tiny as part of the ongoing con¬ 
troversy surrounding expense 
claims. 

Montreal-based newspaper 
La Presse reported this week¬ 
end that Boisvenu claimed 
more than $20,000 in living 
expenses for his time spent in 
the Ottawa area, while claim¬ 
ing his primary residence is in 
Sherbrooke, Que. 

Meanwhile, the newspaper 
reported Boisvenu is involved 
romantically with his aide, Isa¬

In the wake of Carly Rae Jep- 
sen’s cancellation of her Boy 
Scouts of America (BSA) per¬ 
formance due to the group’s 
exclusion of gay people, 
Scouts Canada is reaffirming 
its stance on inclusiveness — 
and says Jepsen is welcome at 
their jamboree. 

The Canadian pop star 
said on Twitter that “as an 
artist who believes in equal¬ 
ity for all people” she was 
pulling out of the BSA’s jam¬ 
boree in July. Rock band Train 
also warned that it won’t ap¬ 
pear unless the organization 
stops barring participation by 
gay scouts or adult leaders. 

BSA director of publicity 
Deron Smith said the organiz¬ 
ation appreciates “eveiyone’s 
right to express an opinion.” 

In May, the Boy Scouts of 
America’s 1,400-member Na¬ 
tional Council is expected to 
consider a proposal to allow 
sponsors of local Scout units 
to decide for themselves 
whether to admit gay people.

The F-35 jet, eyed as Canada’s 
fighter of the future, may have 
a fatal flaw — a blind spot that 
prevents pilots from “checking 
their six” or easily watching for 
an enemy behind them, a new 
report says.

and survivability during sur¬ 
face and air engagements,” 
wrote another. 

Their comments are con¬ 
tained in a recent assessment 
prepared by the U.S. Defense 
Department of the F-35A and 
the system to train new pilots 
how to fly it. 

The Feb. 15 report, prepared 
by Michael Gilmore, director 
of operational test and evalua¬ 
tion, paints a sobering picture 
of an aircraft that remains far 
from being combat-ready.

The costs of drinking 


Alcohol one of the 
top health threats 
to Canadians: 

Report 

It’s a sobering nationwide 
report with a stark conclu¬ 
sion: Alcohol is one of 
the greatest public-health 
threats in Canada. And the 
provinces are not doing 
enough to curb its deadly 
potential. 

Lead author and scientist 
Dr. Norman Giesbrecht said 
it is mind-boggling how lax 
harm-reduction policies are 
across the country. 

Giesbrecht’s report, 
which notes 80 per cent 
of Canadians drink, ranks 
provinces on 10 key harm- 
reduction policies, includ¬ 
ing pricing, availability, 
marketing, legal drinking 
age and warning labels. 

Giesbrecht says the lack 
of attention to the problem 
of alcohol runs contraiy to 
statistics: Alcohol accounted 
for eight per cent of all 
deaths (under 70 years old) 
in 2002, and between 1996 
and 2010, total consump¬ 
tion increased by 13 per

Policy intentions. BoC signals low 
interest rates will be around awhile 


The Bank of Canada is hint¬ 
ing it is less concerned about 
household debt levels, mak¬ 
ing it possible to keep at¬ 
tractive interest rates in place 
longer to spur investment and 
economic growth. 

As expected, the central 


bank kept its overnight policy 
rate at one per cent on Wed¬ 
nesday, the level that has been 
in place for about two and a 
half years to ease Canada’s 
recoveiy from the 2008-2009 
global financial meltdown. 

But the bank also signalled 


a mild change in its thinking 
by softening its closely fol¬ 
lowed forward-looking guid¬ 
ance on rate hikes, suggesting 
it now expects the current rate 
to remain in place longer than 
it had previously expected.

Mobile users 
beware: Web 
pages now 

hog 720 KB 


Devouring data. HTTP 
Archive warns the size 
of an average page has 
grown 35 % in past year 


Think viewing a few websites 
on a smartphone doesn’t use 
much data? Think again. 

The average size of a web 
page continues to grow un¬ 
abated, a trend that mobile 
users in particular should 
take note of. 

According to the website 
HTTP Archive, which regu¬ 
larly studies the top 10,000 
most-visited sites online, 
the average web page now 
weighs in at about 1.3 mega¬ 
bytes, up about 35 per cent in 
the last year. 

It’s not a big data hit when 
accessing the web at home 
but it’s a different stoiy for 
users with limited data al¬ 


lowances for their mobile 
phones. 

HTTP Archive suggests 
the average web page when 
browsing on a mobile de¬ 
vice — accounting for the 
fact that some websites have 
mobile-optimized pages and 
others don’t — is about 720 
kilobytes. 

“Tliat is quite large, that 
size has really grown a fair 
bit,” says Guy Podjarny, an Ot¬ 
tawa-based web-performance 
researcher who works for the 
company Akamai. “Anything 
that is over the 700 kilobytes 
or 800 kilobytes range I would 
mark as too heavy for mobile.” 

Given that many mobile 
providers sell plans that start 
at 150 megabytes a month, 
basic web browsing — never¬ 
mind streaming of audio or 
video, which quickly gobbles 
through data — could quickly 
deplete that allotment.

BP trial. Ex-supervisor says 
he didn’t feel pressured to 
sacrifice safety before spill 


A retired BP employee who 
supervised drilling operations 
on the rig that exploded in the 
Gulf of Mexico testified Wed¬ 
nesday that he never felt pres¬ 
sure to sacrifice safety to save 
money, even though the pro¬ 
ject was behind schedule and 
over budget. 

“I don’t believe in pushing 
people to keep schedules. I’m 
just not going to do it, espe¬ 
cially if safety is involved,” for¬ 
mer BP well site leader Ronnie 
Sepulvado said at a federal trial 
designed to assign fault for the 


deadly disaster to the compan¬ 
ies involved in drilling BP PLC’s 
Macondo well. 

Sepulvado wasn’t on the 
Deepwater Horizon rig at the 
time of the April 20, 2010, well 
blowout. He left four days ear¬ 
ner because his well-control 
certificate was about to expire. 

His replacement, Robert 
Kaluza, and fellow BP well¬ 
site leader Donald Vidrine are 
charged with manslaughter in 
the deaths of 11 rig workers 
and await a separate trial.

I’m sorry I’ve never said sorry. 

‘Sorry’ has always seemed to be the 
hardest word, but in 2013 I’ve seen the 
error in my thinking.

The last year has been a blur 
for producer Tara Brodin. In 
addition to tackling a master’s 
degree, she was approached to 


co-ordinate one big coming out 
by the University of Alberta. 

The faculties of education 
and nursing shared a common 
interest in the arts and wanted 
to reach a diverse audience 
about gender identity, sexual 
minorities and safe spaces. 

“The point is to spread 
compassion and understand¬ 
ing about the different types 
of people and relationships out 
there,” says Brodin. 

The result is The Com¬ 
ing Out Monologues, which 
is loosely based on the same 
presentation style as The Va¬ 
gina Monologues. 

After taking a class on 


intergenerational theatre, 
Brodin started casting for the 
production. 

“I loved the idea of ex¬ 
cavating these stories and 
pulling them together. There 
wasn’t really a need to add a 
lot of drama and theatrics, so 
it was easy to shape them be¬ 
cause they were so powerful 
to begin with.” 

It was in her theatre class 
where Brodin met Charles, a 
man with one of the most re¬ 
markable coming-out stories. 

Born in 1935, Charles grew 
up in less-than-gay-friendly 
era. In a bid to conform as 
much as possible, Charles 


eventually became a priest, 
earned his doctoral and even¬ 
tually married before coming 
out. He’s one of the colourful, 
celebrated characters of The 
Coming Out Monologues. 

Joining Charles on stage 
are four other “characters,” 
each with their own unique 
story about how they came 
out. “Tying it all together is 
the message of the show: Be 
true to yourself, stand in your 
greatness,” Brodin explains. 

The Coming Out Mono¬ 
logues is presented March 
13 and 14 at Dewey’s Pub in 
the old power plant building 
on the University of Alberta

Piecing together a 
life. Stars of CBC-TV 
movie relied on details 
from his wife to colour 
their performances 


Olivia Chow says she was de¬ 
termined to ensure that the 
upcoming CBC-TV movie about 
late New Democratic Party lead¬ 
er Jack Layton offered a com¬ 
plete picture of her husband. 

That meant succumbing to 
intense “grilling” by stars Rick 
Roberts, who plays Layton, and 
Sook-Yin Lee, who plays Chow 
— as well as executive producer 
Laszlo Bama, a giant in the field 
whose past projects have pro¬ 
filed Celine Dion, Shania Twain 
and Romeo Dallaire. 

Still, there was one thing 
Layton’s widow refused to re¬ 
veal — the cancer that killed 


him. Chow has never identified 
what exactly led to Layton’s 
death in August 2011, and al¬ 
though Bama pressed her to 
reveal it now, she refused. 

“Cancer is vicious and we 
decided — I decided and Jack 
decided — not to talk about the 
one that actually killed him,” 
Chow said in a recent interview 
to promote the film. “We talked 
about prostate cancer but pros¬ 
tate cancer is infinitely curable. 
And a lot of men have prostate 
cancer. We don’t want to inflict 
despair into people that have a 
serious cancer disease that can 
take you in a few weeks.” 

The film Jack kicks off in 
early 2011, about a year after 
Layton revealed he was diag¬ 
nosed with prostate cancer. 

Boasting that his health has 
rebounded, he embarks on a 
federal election campaign to 
lead the New Democrats to un¬ 
precedented wins, achieving 


official Opposition party status 
for the first time in the party’s 
50-year histoiy in May 2011. He 
died just months later at age 61. 

Through flashbacks, the 
film traces Layton’s rocky jour¬ 
ney from Toronto municipal 
politics to the national stage, 
as well as his love affair with 
Chow. 

“The harder part for me 
was piecing together (Olivia 
Chow’s) personality,” said Lee, 
host of CBC Radio’s weekly 
show Definitely Not the Opera. 

“She’s a woman of few 
words—veiy few words — and 
even with this litany of ques¬ 
tions that we assailed her with 
she would answer in a veiy 
brief (way). And I kept send¬ 
ing more and more questions 
to her and they were equally 
as brief. So I just had to sort of 
lean on my investigative ability 
as a journalist.”

Turmoil. Cast talks 
about behind-the- 
scenes strife of the cult 
hit series — and what 
its uncertain future

Nothing’s certain in network 
television, but things have been 
especially uncertain on the set 
of Community, the quirky col¬ 
lege sitcom that’s been a cult 
favourite, but never a main¬ 
stream hit. 

“Near cancellation,” actress 
Gillian Jacobs said before a 
PaleyFest tribute to the series 
Tuesday night. “On the sched¬ 
ule, off the schedule. Tell us 
one night. We never air on that 
night. We lose a creator of our 
show. Reduced episodes. Eveiy- 
thing that can happen has hap¬ 
pened to us.” 

Cast member Chevy Chase 
left the series without even fin¬ 
ishing up the current season, 
months after the show creator 
Dan Harmon was fired by Com¬ 
munity distributor Sony Pic¬ 


tures Television. (Chase bolted 
with two episodes unfinished 
— and according to cast mem¬ 
bers, doesn’t appear at all in 
one of them.) 


“It’s always tough to lose 
people,” said actress Alison Brie. 
“It’s veiy strange and weird. So 
I can only imagine that coming 
back for a fifth season without 


Chevy would also be weird. But, 
luckily, it didn’t affect us too 
much this season.” 

Community returned as 
a mid-season replacement in 


February — for the first time 
without any involvement from 
creator Harmon.

heart is still there,” said actress 
Yvette Nicole Brown. “There’s 
a lot of really great adventures 
to come.

As usual, the future of Com¬ 
munity is in question. Brie said 
a fifth season is by no means 
a given. The series’ latest epi¬ 
sodes have been clobbered in 
the ratings by its powerhouse 
competition, The Big Bang 
Theory. 

As for a possible series fi¬ 
nale? “If I had a super-wish list, 
it would be the biggest paint¬ 
ball (fight),” answered actor Jim 
Rash — “like the world needs 
to be saved and only Commun¬ 
ity can do it. That would be a 
good way to end.”

A roast chicken can be elegant 
to serve. This is a great recipe 
for beginners as it uses lemons 
to help keep the chicken moist 
and flavourful, Pamela Fos¬ 
ter writes in her book Abbey 
Cooks Entertain. 

Try not to knock it on the 
floor as Mrs. Patmore famously 
did in Season 1 of Downton Ab¬ 
bey, but if you do, just dust it 
off and carry on. 

1. Clean and prepare root 
veg. Roughly chop into large 
chunks. Place in a roasting pan 
with a grill rack. Pour a little 
olive oil over vegetables, add 
garlic and toss in fresh herbs. 

2 . Remove any giblets from 
chicken cavity and wipe down 
chicken with paper towels. 
Rub with oil, salt and pepper. 
You can also rub it with other 
dried herbs (rosemary, thyme, 
herbes de Provence). 


3 . Gently separate breast skin 
from meat on each side with 
your finger. Insert lemon slices 
and fresh herbs which will 
help flavour the bird. Lemon 
does a great job of moistur¬ 
izing the chicken from the 
inside out. Depending on the 
size of the chicken, either cut 
the second lemon in half, or 
prick lemon all over and stuff 


it into the cavity. Tuck wings 
under the back, but there’s 
no need to truss it (tie the legs 
together).

Oilers have ‘complete 
competitor* in Brown

Mike Brown could not save 
the Edmonton Oilers from an 
ignominious loss to Columbus. 
But hey, he’s an energy guy, 
not a miracle worker. 

The newest member of the 
franchise comes via trade from 
Toronto, where the Maple 
Leafs garnered just a fourth- 
round pick in the 2014 draft 
in exchange. This actually isn’t 
too surprising, given the trade 
market right now and the 
values placed on those being 
dealt. But Brown is no stiff. 

“He’s a complete competi¬ 
tor,” said Leafs captain Dion 
Phaneuf. “It’s tough to lose a 
guy like that.” 


Hard-nosed player 


Sure, he’ll throw himself like a torpedo into his 
hits, but he'll also battle in the corners and distract 
opposing defencemen. 


Simply put, Brown was 
pushed out by Toronto’s 
newfound depth. The third 
line has featured scorers, while 
the fourth line packs a wallop 
with heavyweight enforcers 
Colton Orr and Frazer Mc¬ 
Laren, the latter of whom was 
picked up on waivers earlier 
this year from San Jose. That 
left no room for Brown, a light 
heavyweight with speed who 
can really cause havoc during 
his shifts. 

This is Edmonton’s gain, 
though Brown won’t appear 
in the scoring column veiy 


often. Some have questioned 
why a team that already pays 
Darcy Hordichulc and Ben 
Eager would need a scrapper, 
but as Brown showed in his 
Oilers debut, he’s more than a 
pair of fists. He has the sense 
to get in front of the net and 
muck it up. Sure, he’ll throw 
himself like a torpedo into his 
hits, but he’ll also battle in the 
comers and distract opposing 
defencemen. That’s what sets 
him apart from the standard 
brawler. 

Though his minutes were 
miniscule in Toronto this sea¬ 


son, his first foray in an Oilers 
uniform had him back around 
the 10-minute mark, where his 
ice time generally hovered last 
season. And hey, let’s be frank; 
Toronto wouldn’t have traded 
him were he not expendable. 
But the Oilers have different 
needs, and perhaps Brown can 
Even up the bottom six in a 
new way. 

A fourth-round pick could 
turn out to be as good as 
Chicago’s Niklas Hjalmarsson 
or Phoenix’s Keith Yandle — 
both taken in that seeding in 
2005. Or it could be a miss, 
such as the first two players 
taken in the fourth round that 
same year: Marelc Bartanus 
and Olivier Legault (neither 
of whom have come close to 
playing an NHL game). At least 
with Brown, the Oilers have 
something tangible right now.
